The 
10,000-strong German 70th infantry 
division, which forms the island’s 
gatrison, was taken by surprise, but, 
after sharp beach actions, the 
Germans are now hitting back 
hard. 

Describing the fighting, a Reuter 
reporter writes:— 

“The German resistance is not 
interrupting the flow of reinforce- 
ments. Scores of squat, blunt-nosed 
craft are waddling towards the 
beach-head, snaking along low in 
the water through a mist, which, 
helped by a smoke-screen, makes 
them difficult targets for the German 
gunners. 

“ As I write, the Germans have 
thrown in another counter-attack, 
and machine-gun and mortar fire is 
rippling and thudding over the small 
fields between the dykes. 

“Supplies are piling on the 
beaches, and men are working 
feverishly to whisk them inland and 
keep the landing area clear.” 


The new landing is part of the 
Allied plan to free the port of 
Antwerp for supplies.

“U:S. FLEET GREATEST 
FLEET IN WORLD”

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, in an 
election campaign speech last 
night at Philadelphia, said:— 


“To-day the American Fleet ‘is 
greater than all the navies of 
the world pat together, and 

when I say all the navies | am 

including what was—only three 
days ago—the Japanese Fleet. 


“The record will show. that in 
almost the first minute of my 
administration 1 started to rebuild 
the United States Navy, which had 
been whittled down during previous 
administrations.
